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nold has his own theories about what 


‘...it was the music he sang before he 
knew there was any other kind...’’ So be- 
gins the liner of Eddy Arnold's album, 
FOLK SONG BOOK. The album features 
Eddy and the Needmore Creek Singers 
and covers a wide range of folk favorites, 
both old (“Cotton Fields’ and “Gotta 
Travel On’) and new (Bob Dylan's already 
classic ‘Blowin’ In The Wind"’), 

The kind of music does indeed come 
naturally to the mellow singer once dub- 
bed “The Tennessee Plowboy.” Eddy’s 
roots are thoroughly American. His birth- 
place is in the very heartland of this coun- 
try’s folk music, the Tennessee hills, and 
Eddy was exposed to music as inevitably 
and naturally as most children are to mea- 
sles and mumps - and with the same con- 
tagious results. Eddy’s been making music 
- huffing on a harmonica and pounding 
on a guitar and, of course, humming on 
those fantastic vocal chords - for almost 
as long as he’s been walking and talking. 

As one of the first singers to cross the 
line which once so clearly marked the 
border between country music and pure 
pop, and his recent hit ‘Make The World 
Go Away,’ is a good example, Eddy Ar- 


Joann used to help her daddy when he went 


into town for a recording session. 


How Eddy Arnold — 
Crossed the 


was responsible for the transition - aside 
from good music and good music making. 
“More than any other single factor,’’ Eddy 
says, ‘I think the war was responsible for 
spreading country music. It brought peo- 
ple together from every section of the 
country, and kids from the big cities soon 
discovered they really liked country music. 
After the war, when the servicemen and 
civilian workers settled back in their 
homes, many who had never heard coun- 
try music before the war found that not 
only had they acquired a liking for it - 
but they had begun to think of it as their 
own!” 

Eddy’s father, a moderately successful 
dirt farmer, was a break-down fiddle play- 
er who also sang bass in church, and his 
mother knew enough music to teach him 
chords on the guitar. By the time he was 
nine, Eddy was huffing square dance mu- 
sic on a harmonica and pounding a quitar 
as he sang the songs he had heard Jimmie 


Rodgers performing on records. When Eddy 


was eleven, his father died and the farm 
had to be sold at auction; Eddy and his 
two older brothers wound up as share- 
croppers on the land their father once 
owned. 

The youngster helped to support the 


household by plowing and trading at the 


markets until he was eighteen. When 
he first hit the bigtime, Eddy was adver- 
tised as ‘‘The Tennessee Plowboy.” It was 
a completely legitimate title. “I kept 
dreaming about getting away from the 
plow,’’ Eddy recalls today. ‘I cut timber 
for a while -- and that’s a lot harder than 
farm work.” 

With instructions from his mother and 
four seventy-five cent lessons from a 
traveling musician, Eddy learned the gui- 
tar, and when he was eighteen joined a 
small band performing in Jackson, Ten- 
nessee. From there he went to St. Louis 
where he joined forces with a young fid- 
dler player named Howard McNatt. They 
opened at station KWK -- and Eddy Arnold's 
phenomenal career had begun in earnest. 

Eddy’s radio and television appearan- 
ces have been numerous; they range from 
the “Grand Ole Opry” to the “Eddy Ar- 
nold Show,’’ “Eddy Arnold Sings,’’ and 
“Eddy Arnold Time.'’ Eddy hosted the or-

Records are sold because 
the song is good. There are very few songs 
that have sold because of the sound of 
the record. | had a song once called “Don't 
Worry” which had a little fuzz on the guitar 
work. Everybody said ‘Well, that little 
sound sold that record.” 

| didn't believe that. So right after my 
record came out, the fellow that was re- 
sponsible for recording “Don’t Worry” with 
the little fuzz on it, had a record of 3 
minutes of fuzz and nobody even knew 
it was released.

You can cut it any place in the 
world. 


| would say that blues is southern music. 


‘Which doesn’t necessarily mean it was 
put together by colored people or white 
people, but it’s the music of the southern 
people. Jimmy Rogers years and years 
ago was singing the same kind of stuff. 
That stuff has been going on and on for 
ages long before my time and I've been 
here a long time. Your old country people, 
way back.in the country, played that same 
style of guitar, that R&B guitar. White 
people do it, colored people do it. It 
doesn’t make any difference. It's a mix- 


ture. It's just a southern type music. It's — 


my opinion, which probably doesn’t mean 
anything, but | have a right to say that. 
Ray Charles is a commerical singer, to 
‘me; him and Hank Williams are the two 
greatest commerical singers thut have 
ever lived.

people have. A lot of people say to me, 
| don’t like country and western, but | 
sure do like your records. | let people 
think that what they want to think. If 
they want to call me country western, 
that’s OK. 

You can’t depend on any one thing 
nowadays. It makes the competition 
keener. If you stick with country and 


western or progressive jazz, those are 


the only 2 you can really depend on for 
loyalty. The fans of both forms of music 
like the art. 

There doesn’t seem to be any new young 
people coming up in country music, the 
only big ones now are all well established. | 

It’s going to take Hank Williams Jr. a 
little while to get established--I don’t know 
who's idea it was to have him work in 


the name of his father; but | think it was 


a bad idea. | believe Hank Jr. would do 
better if he would be himself and that 
is my advice to any singer in any field.

ERNEST TUBB 
joins the HALL OF FAME

The grat E.T. couldn’t be more de- 
serving of The Hall of Fame Award. 
He has served C.M. for 25 years. 


Ernest Tubb, celebrated Country and 
Western artist, was named to the Country 
Music Hall of Fame. 

Tubb became the 6th recipient of the 
honor at a banquet of the members of 
the Country Music Association, meeting 
in connection with the 14th Annual Coun- 
try and Western Disk Jockey Convention 
in Nashville. 

A bronze plaque was unveiled by Mrs. 
Jo Walker, Executive Director of the or- 
ganization, and Mrs. Frances Preston, 
Chairman of the Board. Mrs. Preston laud- 
ed Tubb for “his consistent popularity in 
a career that has spanned 29 years,’’ and 
quoted the inscription on the plaque which 
read, “to his millions of fans, he has be- 
come a legend. Their love is boundless. 
To the fledgling artist, songwriter, or friend 
- his hand and his help have always been 
extended. Their gratitude is universal.’ 

Ernest Tubb, known the world over as 
the ‘Texas Troubadour,’’ was born on Feb- 
ruary 9, 1941, in Crisp, Texas. 











He began his career by singing at square 
dances around his hometown, doing an 
imitation of pioneer Country Music com- 
poser-singer Jimmy Rodgers. His carboning 
of Rodgers kept many doors closed to him, 
and it took the widow of Rodgers to un- 
lock them. She felt Tubb had a style all 
his own, and she was instrumental in 
securing his recording contract with Decca 
Records and, also, his first theater tour. 

He has remained at Decca Records for 
the past 25 years, where he has sold mil- 
lions of records. He was recently present- 
ed the coveted Gold Disc for ‘Walkin’ 
The Floor Over You,’ also composed by 
him, which sold over a million records, 
alone. A long string of hits include: ‘‘Rain- 
bow At Midnight,’ “It's Been So Long 
Darling,”’ “You Nearly Lose Your Mind,” 
“Woman Make A Fool Out Of Me,” “Take 
Me Back And Try Me One More Time,” 
“Tomorrow Never Comes,’ and ‘Thanks 
A Lot.” 

Tubb has the distinction of being the 
first volunteer to go overseas to entertain 
the Armed Forces. A few years ago, he 
confounded the skeptics and played to an 
overflowing crowd at New York's Carnegie 
Hall. 

“E.T.,”” as he is affectionately called, 
joined the ‘Grand Ole Opry” as a reg- 
ular in 1942. He is still there today. 

His own radio show, ‘Midnight Jam- 
-boree,”’ is broadcast each Saturday night 
from his record shop which is located a 
half block away from the Grand Ole Opry 
House. Many newcomers have received 
that all-important boost with an appear- 
ance on the show. Tubb has always been 
willing to lend a helping hand to those 
getting started in the Country Music bus- 
iness. 

He travels constantly, around the world, 
making personal appearances. His fans 
are countless, and they are known to be 
the most loyal to their idol of any group 
of fans for any other artist. 

When not on the road with his band, 
the “Texas Troubadours,’’ he lives in 
Nashville with his wife, Glene, and his 
children. His son, Justin Tubb, is also a 
recording artist and songwriter. 

His warmth, kindness, and colorful 
career make him one of the most engag- 
ing performers in the Country Music Field.

“If you're going to be a singer, don’t 
give up. You admit defeat when you give 
up. I’ve wanted to quit a thousand times 
but couldn't quite bring myself to throw 
in the sponge.” Billy Walker said as we 
were sitting in the WSM Television Studios 
waiting for the rehersal for the Bobby Lord 
Show to start. Billy was taking Bobby Lord's 
place while Bobby was away for a couple 
of days so | took this opportunity to get 
with Billy for an interview. ‘Ofcourse, I've 
been lucky in the past few years,’ Billy 
continued: ‘But if | had given up when 
the going got rough, | never would have 
known how lucky | could be.’’ We got 
to talking about the “‘right’’ songs for 
the “right'’ people and | asked him how 
he came to pick the song, “Across The 
Brazos To Waco” and he told me that he 
was from that part of the country and 
the song made him feel a little homesick 
because it was about things and places 
he had been familiar with since childhood. 
The writer of the song, Kay Arnold, is 
also from Waco so the recording had the 
authentic Tex-Mex’ flavour that made it 
a “hit” overnight. The combination of writer 
and artist was so good chart wise, they 
followed it with “Matamoros” another 
smash. Since then Billy has recorded four 
of Kay Arnold's songs in his album.

| asked Billy about his first really pro- 
fessional job and he told me that he start- 
ed out on the Big D Jamboree in Dallas 


and from there he went to the Louisiana 


Hayride, but he really began to make a 
name for himself when he joined the 
Ozark Jubilee with Red Foley. His cap- 
ability as a Master of Ceremonies was 
proved when he emceed the network tele- 
vision program in Red Foley’s absence 
a few times, but his biggest achievement 
according to Billy, was when he was sign- 
ed up as a “regular” on the Grand Ole 
Opry. He is now a well known “Opry” 
Star and makes many personal appear- 
ances all over the world. 


| ran into Billy one time in Toronto, 
Canada, where he was appearing at the 
Horse Shoe, a place in Toronto noted for 
their Country Music Shows. We were sit- 
ting talking but Billy kept excusing him- 
self and disappearing amongst the crowds. 
He offered this explanation: ‘‘Excuse me, 
| have to go shake hands. These people 
were nice enough to come and see me 
so | would like to thank them personally 
for coming down.” This will give you some 
idea of how enthusiastic Billy is towards 
his many fans. He loves to talk to every- 
body and makes friends where ever he

goes. Even that day at the WSM Tele- 
vision Studio Billy kept going over to the 
live studio audience, introducing himself 
and talking to the Country Music fans who 
had come to see the show filmed. 

Time was running out and the cameras 
were ready to film, so Billy asked me to 
drop over that Saturday at his home to 
meet the “girls,” his beautiful wife and 
four lovely daughters. | joined the av- 
dience and watched the show and when 
it was over | left Billy surrounded by his 
many fans, signing autographs. 

When | arrived at Billy's house, his older 
daughter, Judy, had saddled the mare, 
(appropriately named ‘‘Brazos’’) and was 
riding out in their back acreage. Billy was 
fixing the fence around the coral and his 
daughters Deana and Tina were helping 
him. Julie, the youngest, was asking her 
Daddy when it was going to be her turn 
to ride ‘“‘Brazos.’’ Boots, his wife, had just 
finished washing her hair so she put on 
a kerchief, made us a cool glass of iced- 
tea, and we went outside to visit with 
the children. Judy is sixteen and is the 
exact duplicate of her pretty mother, 
Deana is thirteen and looks just like her 
Daddy with her blond hair and very fair 
complexion. Next in line is six year old 
Tina who also looks like her mother and

last but not least is Julie who is definitely 
her Daddy's image. Little Julie, a true 


Texan, likes to ride ‘‘Brazos’’ so much 
that if the mare is not saddled, she will 
climb up on her back and ride bareback. 
When we were introduced, Julie took over 
and showed me the family cat, a big red 
Tom cat and her dog, a lovely, good- 
natured collie who also had a family of 
her own. Six identical puppies. With a 
sad little smile she asked me if | would 
like to have one, as six puppies is just 
to many to keep. | think she was secret- 
ly relieved when | politely refused be- 
cause | already have a dog. 

Billy likes to work around the house when 
he is home and proudly showed me the 
barn he had built for the horse. We cross- 
ed a little stream that runs through the 
property, but, as Billy sadly stated, was 
not big enough for fishing, his favorite 
pasttime. | asked Billy what kind of system 
he used to write his songs and he told 
me: “I write when the inspiration hits 
me, if it doesn't come in about five min- 
utes, | forget it and try some other time. 
| believe the songs lose something if you 
force it. By the way, | just finished one 
last night and | would like you to hear 
it, that is, if you would like to.’ We left 
the children playing outdoors and went 





into the house, but since it was such a 
lovely day, it seemed a shame to stay 
indoors, so Billy picked up his guitar and 
we went out onto the porch. Billy hadn't 
been singing for five minutes before the 
steps were full of children, his own and 
many of the neighbours’ children. Appar- 
ently this was no novelty to them be- 
cause they soon started asking him to 
sing other songs. Boots told us that this 
was nearly an everyday occurrence when 
Billy is home and that the children would 
often come over and ask him to sing 
for them. One look at Billy’s face would 
tell anyone that he was enjoying it as 
much as the children. 

All too soon it was time for us to go 
home. | don’t know when | have enjoy- 
ed an afternoon more. Billy's type of 
friendliness seems to stay with you even 
after you have gone home. He gives out 
with the good old, down-to-earth Texan 
hospitality that makes you feel really wel- 
come. It is very refreshing to meet and 
visit with someone who is not afraid to 
be himself, a rare personality now-a-days. 
Every day Billy adds more to his list of 
friends, and he keeps them. Maybe it is 
not so much the “luck’’ Billy was talking 
about that has made him successful, but

thought | would like to get the opinions 
of some of the musicians who recorded

Jerry Byrd whose inimitable sounds were 
first heard behind Hank Williams, Red Foley 
and many others on their earliest record- 
ings, and are still being heard behind both 
‘Pop’ and Country artists today. 


| dropped by the WSM Television Studios _ 


where | found Jerry getting ready to film 


some TV shows. Jerry, as you know, was. 
- one of the pioneers of the Steel Guitar. 


Since that instrument has also undergone 
many changes, | asked Jerry why he did 
not favor the “pedal’’ Steel as most of 
today’s Steel Guitar players do. “I simply 
don't want to sound like 10,000 other 
guys -- | never did, you know. This would 
make me strictly “Country” and | feel 
that pedal steel has relegated Steel Gui- 
tar to a Country instrument and | do not 
want that exclusive to everything else,” 
Jerry said, as he got his instrument set 
up for the show. They were filming the 
Bobby Lord Show that afternoon and Jerry

Sinee Country Music is now undergoing 
an upsurge in renewed popularity with 
many of the nation’s leading radio sta- 
tions switching to an all-country format, 
it must be considered that whatever 
changes have happened have been for 


the best.’” 


“What is your opinion as to the use of 
horns lately introduced into the Country 
sound?’ | asked. Jerry as usual, thought © 
this over for a few minutes before he 
gave me his answer and finally replied: 
“We now have three distinct musical cate- 
gories, basically -- Popular; Country; and 
‘Middle-of-the-road’. Many records in this 
category have been hits in both the other 
two fields....Pop’ and Country. Since the 
prime reason for making records is to 
sell, any means to this end is justified.” 
“And how do you feel about the record- 
ing of Country songs by ‘Pop’ artists and 
do you think that the Country artists will 
benefit by it?’ | asked Jerry. “How can 
it hurt?’ he said. ‘The writer profits con- 
siderably, as does his publisher, and it 
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makes all other Pop artists aware of the 
Country Music writer as well as the in- 
dustry. The only way that a Country ar- 
tist could not benefit is if he is ‘covered’ 
by a big Pop singer and it tended to de- 
crease the potentiality of his record, but 
even this has helped rather than hurt in 
many instances.” | thanked Jerry for his 
time and left in search of Pete Drake, 
another Steel Guitarist, to get his opinions 
on the same questions. 

| found Pete at the office of his pub- 
lishing-company, Window Music, on Seven- 
teenth Avenue and asked him the same 
questions. “I dig it! The new sound | mean. 
Country Music is getting better.’’ he said. 
"| like horns...if used right, the new sound 
will be accepted. You know how they 
balked at strings? Now as far as all is 
concerned, they're great! Just like the 
drums on the Opry...They were forbidden 


at one time, now nobody cuts a session 


without them...Times are changing...people 
are chanying, and it’s up to the Country 
musicians to keep up with the times.” 
When | asked Pete about the Pop artists 
recording Country songs he was very en- 
thusiastic. ‘The best thing that’s ever hap- 
pened to Country Music!” he said, “It 
has been a real help to the Country ar- 
tists too. Andy Williams, Perry Como, Dean 
Martin, Ray Charles and even the Beatles 
have helped bring the teen-agers back 
to us. Many of the kids wouldn’t listen 
to it before and now because their idols 
do it, it’s all right. They're starting to dig 
it too. Anything that gets the kids to real- 
ly appreciate Country Music is all right 
in my books,”’ 

| had already interviewed two steel gui- 
tarists, so | looked around for another 
musician who played the same instrument 
and also recorded many Country sessions 
here in Nashville. | was lucky, | ran into 
Hal Ruggs. Hal was very interested in my 
little project and was happy to sit down 
and discuss the three questions with me. 
Billy Walker came over and had a cup 
of coffee with us and joined in the con- 
versation. He and Hal brought out a point 
that hadn't as yet been entered into the 
discussion, and this was the fact that the 
people themselves were benefitting from 
these changes. For example, years ago, 
Country Music sessions used tocost around 
$350.00, this was including the studio and 
musicians, but now the cost is somewhere 
around $1,500.00. This is because of the 
modern highly technical sound equipment 
that requires specially trained engineers 


and expensive tapes such as stereo and 
echo and other such incidentals and also 
because the scale for trained musicians 
is a little higher. Record companies are 
also using more musicians and often add 
“voices.” This all adds to the expense. 
In spite of the big increase in the cost 
of the sessions, the records are still being 
sold to the public for the same price and 
have a much better quality. So you see, 
the people do benefit. The record com- 
panies are justified in paying more be- 
cause the better quality has increased 
their sales volume so they benefit too, 
and the musicians are getting much better 
pay, so they too are happy with the change. 


| asked Hal what he thought about horns | 


in Country Music and he replied: “As 


erry satd, ‘Music must change.’’ 
ry g 


long as they don’t go ‘Whole-bob’ with it, 
and don’t use them in everything, | guess 
they're all right. You have to admit, it 
is taking a little from the real Country 
sound. Don't get me wrong, | like horns 
myself, but | wouldn’t like to see all Coun- 
try sessions using them all the time. Of 


course, the horns are getting Country 


Music into the ‘Pop’ charts.” When | ask- 
ed him about Pop artists recording Coun- 
try songs, he was very quick to give his 
approval. “It’s good for Country Music,’’ 
he said. ‘For instance, Perry Como and 
Connie Francis have introduced Country 
Music to new listeners. It's good as long 
as the people know that they record their 
Country songs in Nashville, with Nash- 
ville Country musicians and that the sound, 
new for them, is really that ‘Nashville 
sound’, a sound that our Country singers 
originated right here in Nashville.”

She came to Nashville in 


1956 with the intention of becoming a 
songwriter, her only ambition. Through 


her efforts in this field, she made many 


acquaintances and friends, one of them 
being Marie Wilson, another successful 
songwriter. Through the years Marie and 
other friends encouraged Lorene to try 


singing but to no avail. Finally, Lorene 


agreed to try two of her own songs on a 


"label owned by Marie Wilson and Gary 


Von. The session went off well, andLorene 
justified the faith of her friends with the 


outcome. RCA heard the finished product 


and through negotiations signed Lorene 
to a contract. Her first RCA Victor Record 
s “So | Could Be Your Friend."’ Lorene 


was born January 4, 1937 in Huntland, 


Tenn. She was the youngest of ten children 


born to John and Minnie Mann. 


She attended local schools and graduated 
with honors from Huntland High in 1954. 
While in high school she received the DAR

Y IMPRESSIONS 
OF COUNTRY MUSIC 


By Gary Buck 


Country music does appeal to people 
from every walk of life for the simple rea- 
son that country songs are written about 
things that happen every day in every 
walk of life. A popular misconception a- 
mong die-hard pop fans is that country 
music is only cowboy music or hillbilly 
music and whether it's because they may 
not like these particular types of coun- 
try music or whether they feel that it is 
beneath their dignity to accept music with 
these names attached to it, | don't know. 
Many times when a country song breaks 
into the pop charts these so called pop 
fans invariably claim it is a pop song 
and not country at all. In other words, 
they only call it country if they don’t like 
it although | think a good many of them 
are finally beginning to accept the fact 
that they like some country music. 

To say that you like country music does 
not necessarily mean that you have to 
like every type of country music anymore 
than pop fans have to like every type 
of pop music. Within country music there 
are various types. Probably the earliest 
type known was the western or cowboy 
songs which were written mainly about 
life during the early days of settling the 
West and sang a lot by cowboys for their 
own amusement. A lot of these songs 
are used today by folk singers. Bluegrass 
is also a form of folk music and is general- 
ly recognized as the only authentic native 
north American music. Western swing is an- 
other type which is usually played with 
a fairly large band and last but not least 
the modern country sound or Nashville 
sound which is becoming more popular 
everyday and breaking into every hit 
parade in the world. So, if you like any- 
one of these types of country music then 
you are a country fan and this means 
almost everyone I’m sure. 

The people that sing and play country 
music are usually very sincere down to 
earth people, and country singers, unlike 
rock and roll singers, don’t have to worry 
about the tastes of their fans changing 
because country fans are almost always 
fans for life. Rock and roll singers, on the 
other hand, are always at the mercy of 
the changing fads of the teen market. 

The growth of country music is also 
branching into the field of broadcasting, 
with more and more stations playing coun- 
try music exclusively and many stations 
who previously never programmed any 
country music are adding as an important 
part of their daily format. 

One of the biggest problems in coun- 


try music has been the lack of support 
from record stores and distributors in 
helping make more country records avail- 
able to the public. A lot of record stores 
do not like to stock a country record that 
might sell only a few copies in their area 
compared to the teenage records which 
sell in large numbers. Therefore, the big 
country records are the only ones they 
give any attention to and the smaller 
hits suffer saleswise. Some record stores 
won't order a record of any kind if it's 
only for one copy and when you add these 
lost sales up all over North America it 
amounts to a sizeable loss of sales. 

However, there are a lot of enterpris- 
ing people around the country who are 
setting up retail stores specializing in 
country music, so thanks to them and 
the large mail order stores such as Ernest 
Tubb Record Shop, which makes records 
available to people in the most remote 
areas and who send out free catalogues 
to customers on their mailing list. The 
problem of poor distribution is being help- 
ed considerably. 

In summing up this article | would like 
to say that to me country music is one of 
the nicest things that’s ever happened to 
me. I've made a lot of friends and met 
a lot of nice people through country music 
and | hope that | can be a part of it for 
a good many years to come.

“LIVIN’ IN A HOUSE FULL OF LOVE”

Glen Sutton and myself were riding 
down a street in Nashville one night lis- 
tening to a country radio show. They play- 
ed about 20 real sad songs in a row. It 
was so bad that we were immediately 
struck with the idea for a positive song. 
A song that was filled with love all the 
way. That’s when we thought of “Livin’ 
In A House Full Of Love.’’ You can’t get 
much more positive than “love is pourin’ 
through the windows, coming in the door 
and creepin’ through the cracks in the 
floor.” Country music needs more songs 
like that and they're fun to write too. 
We came up with the title first. 

After you say the punch line everything 
else falls in place. 

We don’t force songs. If there’s no in- 
spiration for a month, we don’t let it worry 
us, because you can’t schedule an inspira- 
tion. | don’t like to be told to write a song. 

You can write a country song anywhere 
even in a penthouse in New York. The 
atmosphere in Nashville doesn’t necess- 
arily mean you can write good country 
songs there, in fact, it might be bad be- 
cause too many people are writing songs 
there now. : 

If an idea doesn’t come in 5 minutes 
it's not going to come at all. Glenn and 
| wrote ‘Livin’ In A House Full Of Love’ 
in 15 minutes. | had David Houston in 
mind when we did it because he was 
going to record the next day so we sang 
the tune and he learned it. I'm David's 
A&R man at Epic. He made_it on the 
first take. | just hummed the melody to 


the musicians and they fell in with a head- 


arrangement. It’s nice down here because 
everybody contributes something toasong. 
Glen and | also wrote “Kiss Away’’ for 
Ronnie Dove which will be our biggest 
song to date.

One of the most versatile talents on the 
country and pop-country music scenes to- 
day is the DEElightful Kathy Dee, who 
recently had several records in a row 
on all the national charts on the United 
Artists label. As a continual hit at all 
her many appearances across the nation 
and overseas, Kathy draws upon a varied 
musical background. 

Kathy Dee was born on April 7th near 


the town of Moundsville, West Virginia, 


and Kathy’s mother taught her many child- 
ren a real love for music by singing and 
playing songs for them as soonas they were 


old enough to sit at her side. Early in 


life, Kathy aimed her sights on a musical 
star, singing with a “sister act'’ while 
in her early teens. In fact, Kathy started 
writing songs as well as singing them while 
still very young. Her first real record hit, 


“Trail of Tears,’’ was written by Kathy | 


when she was only fourteen; never dream- 
ing that someday it would be heard on 
radio stations coast-to-coast! 

Kathy has lived most of her life in the 
Cleveland, Ohio, area and calls a 
Cleveland suburb, Aurora, her home. She 
did many shows and benefits in this general 
area, but her first real show business 
break came when she squeezed in back- 
stage at the famous WWVA “Jamboree” 


‘in Wheeling, asked for an audition, and 


landed a regular spot on the show. After 
a year and a half at Wheeling, Kathy 
(then known as Kathy Dearth), was given 
a co-star spot on a weekly TV feature over 
an Ohio TV network, ‘The Landmark Jam- 
boree.’’ She held this TV spot for three 
years, after which time she again returned 
to the Wheeling show at regular intervals, 
when not on-the-road. 

Kathy's first record break came about 
by doing a favor for a friend, acting as a 
“background voice’ onarecording session. 
In the studio that night was publisher- 
producer Quentin “Reed” Welty. Hearing 
Kathy sing, and listening to some of her 
original songs, Welty signed her on the

spot and her own first record was on the 
market in a matter of weeks. Welty, head 
of B-W Music, Inc., has since become Kathy's 
personal manager and handles all her 
professional affairs. 

In July of 1961, Kathy cut her first Nash- 
ville session with a group of the nation’s 
great side-men and the Anita Kerr Singers, 
and the resulting masters were immedi- 
ately picked up by Carlton Records to give 
Kathy her first big label release. One 
side of her Carlton outing, ‘Subtract His 
Love And Multiply The Heartaches,’’ was 
given top ratings by the trade press and 
received heavy promotional and national 
coverage, as well as cover releases by 
international labels. Again, the songs are 
written by Kathy, and she has since become 
established as a noted writer as well as 
a singer, with many artists now recording 
her songs. In fact, in the first half of 1965, 
a George Jones - Melba Montgomery re- 
cording of Kathy’s “Multiply The Heart- 
aches’’ became a national C/W hit and 
spent fifteen solid weeks on the major

magazine national charts. Kathy and her 
manager now have their own publishing 
venture, ‘‘Weldee Music Co.”’ and the new 


firm has had several top records, including. 


the current Kenny Roberts hit single, ‘If 
I'm Blue.” 


Late in 1962, Kathy's recording of an. 


old hit, “If | Never Get To Heaven” began 
to get heavy air-play in the Chicago area, 
making the play-lists of most important 
stations in that area including the top-40 
list of the great RLS, on the Dick Biondi 
show, and Kathy had her first “‘pop’”’ hit. 
The release was picked up by United 
Artists, and in May of the next year, UA 
cut a session with Kathy in Nashville, using 
the Jordanaires as background voices. The 
first release from this session climbed as 
high as #18 in the national Billboard charts 
and the second release, a Roy Drusky 
song, was awarded the ‘'Spoflight’’ and 
“Pick Hit'’ and ‘‘Bullseye’’ awards by the 
music trade press. Kathy now has her 
first album out, also, aptly entitled: ‘‘DEE- 
lightful, Kathy Dee,’’ which includes eight 
of her own songs.

Kathy still works out of her home area 
of Cleveland, but is usually traveling the 
nation for club and country stage show 
bookings. She has appeared with most 
of the nation’s great names in country 
music, has been featured guest many times 
on the WGN National Barn Dance out 
of Chicago, both radio and TV, has done 
club and banquet shows at such spots 
as the LaSalle Hotel in Chicago, the Four 
Seasons in Denver, the Town Pump in 
Geneva, the Crang Plaza in Toronto, the 
Guy Mitchell show in Syracuse and many, 
many more. One of the favorite clubdates 
for Kathy is the “Golden Nugget’ in Las 
Vegas, Nevada; and the Kathy Dee show, 
featuring ‘‘Kathy’s Klowns,"’ played this 


famous night spot a total of six weeks. 


in 1965. ‘‘Kathy’s Klowns’’ is her four- 


member band, which gives Kathy's show . 


a fast-paced format and a lot of variety 
and comedy. The “Klowns” features drum- 
mer Jim Stump and bassman Frankie 
Haven. 

But perhaps Kathy's own favorite booking 
dates are the Air Force Bases, and her 
show has played many of them in this 
country and on overseas tours. Her first 
trip to Thule, Greenland was so successful, 
that the New York booking office was 
forced to send the show back there after 
only a few months. — 

Kathy Dee is 5-feet, 2 1/2 inches, 110 
pound, brown-eyed blonde dynamo of 
stage personality whocan hold anaudience 
spellbound with a beautiful ballad or tear- 
em-up with a fast yodel number. She is 
married to Wes Dearth and has one daugh- 
ter.

Nudie wanted to be an actor, but things 


didn't seem to fit the pattern he had cut 


out for himself. So he wondered at the 
world’s strange blend of beauty and suffer- 
ing, while believing that better things could 


come his way. 


He had flunked the course his father 
had selected for him as an apprentice 
bootmaker back in Brooklyn; he had not 
quite reached the goal as a middleweight 
champ, when youth and adventure chall- 
enged his doing and he had failed tocover 
himself with glory as a star at Warner 
Brothers. 

Days of meditation followed, and he 


found the solution for his happy way of 


life. He loved country music, and had 


a special talent for the creation of the 


flamboyant and the sedate, alike. So, 


he decided to channel it into the tailor- 


ing of unusual western wear. 
He had come to know Tex Williams, 


_who was organizing a band at about the 
same time Nudie had reached his own 
decision. Nudie prevailed upon Tex to 


give him the chance at his newly chosen 
profession. William's friendship for Nudie 
(which is stronger than ever today) and his 
desire to help others, caused him to sell 
a horse, so Nudie could buy the kind 
of sewing machine he needed. Nudie then 
went out and talked a wholesaler into 
letting him have the material he needed, 
on consignment. 

He had got the help a another sailor, 
but his assistant was a little too friendly 
with the bottle, and Nudie had to let 


him go, and re-do all the work put out 
by his friendly helper. But when the job 
was completed, Tex Williams and his band 
strode on-stage in such beautifully design- 


ed, and well- matched westernwear that 


the audience first gasped in awe, then 
roared with applause. Nudie was on his 

way. 7 
Tex Williams has never regretted his 


helping hand, and Nudie, now a wealthy 


man, and a world-renowned figure in 
western tailoring, has never ceased being 
grateful to Tex. 

His ‘Hollywood, California shop, is con- 
stantly patronized by television, motion 
picture stars, and western singers. Not 
long ago a group comprised of such famous 
representatives of the entertainment 
world, as Gene Autry, Roy Rogers, Rex 
Allen, Glenn Ford, Eddie Dean, Hugh 
O'Brien, Tex Ritter, Hank Thompson, Jimmy 
Wakely, and his initial benefactor, Tex 
Williams, came into Nudie’s shop at mid- 
day, bringing food and drink for a party 
in honor of the enterprising little guy 
who had made it big. And as he watched 
the happy faces of these clients, as well 
as friends, he knew he had made his 
own special niche in life. 

Nudie’s business and fame has grown 
until he thought of another idea to please 
those who make semi-annual treks to his 
door.

So each year 
he puts his skill to work to turn out a west- 
ern sports limousine, that causes heads 
to turn, and feet to pause in astonishment.

| even notice that Roy Acuff did a bit 
with the Nashville symphony, which is 
something unheard of. | think that country 
music is going to be the greatest that 
ever hit the country this next year and 
it's going tostay there. It’s the kind of music 
that’s been there, will always be there 
and it will never change, nobody’s gonna 
lose country music. That's the way | feel 
about it. 

The country music fan will make the 
country music. | find that the country music 
fans, if the song isn’t country to them, 
won't even buy it or listen to it, they 
don’t want it-if they come out with some 
like ‘‘Memphis,"’ like Flatt & Scruggs did 


and Jim & Jesse and they like it and they 


buy it, then it’s going to go all right...it’s 
accepted.
